This was stated positive­ 
ly in dispatches from a tlioioughly 
competent diplomatic source in .Mex­ 
ico to one of the foreign represeuta- 
tiv€-s today and confirms the intima­ 
tions given bv friends of the dele­ 
gates here yesterday. 
H uerta first authorized 
the 
dele­ 
gates to discuss only the Tampico 
conflict. 
Later, it 
is said, Huerta 
recognized tile necessity for a broad­ 
er settlem ent and conveyed to the 
delegates assurances that 
he 
pro­ 
posed to step down should such a 
course be necessary. 
The problem causing the chief con­ 
cern to the diplomats of Mexico City 
is what form of administration will 
•be established during the time before 
a constitutionally 
elected 
president 
could assume office. 
No intimation 
of H uerta’s successor was contained 
in the dispatches. 
“The Huerta 
delegates suggested 
no names, but they want some one 
fc r provisional 
president 
who wii: 
guarantee a fair election to all par­ 
ties concerned and who hasn't been 
a military partisan,” said a man who 
ti Iked with the delegates. ‘‘They are 
I ’epared to go to the limit in the way 
of concessions.”

But one thing is certain— 
that the quiet season demands that 
we reduce the numbers. 
I probably 
have a maximum number in mind, 
but if I should say that it would reach 
ti.OOO it would do more harm than 
good to both the community and us. 
“One thing T will say, however, and 
that is we are going to analyze each 
man before he is paid off. We do not 
intend to work any hardship If it can 
be avoided. 
.Single men will be the 
first to go. 
Married men, who mea­ 
sure up to the standard of efficiency 
demanded at. this time, will be held 
as long as possible.”

Kansas City, Mo., May 18.—The 
next legislature will be asked to pro­ 
vide tor a reformatory or secondary 
prison for youthful offenders. 
\\ allace Crossley, a state senator 
from W arrensburg, at the Hotel Bal­ 
timore Saturday night, said to a Star 
rej>orter that the penitentiary inves­ 
tigating committee, of which he is a 
member, would make such a recom­ 
mendation to the legislature. 
“Our penitentiary today not only 
is crowded, but there is no other way 
except to herd the first offenders and 
the hardened criminals together,” he 
said. “Instead of the young men who 
have gone wrong leaving the peniten­ 
tiary with a desire to make good and 
live right, many of them are hardened 
and calloused by their contact with 
the 
old 
offenders. 
Our committee 1 
will recommend a secondary institu­ 
tion for young offenders only. 
It 
could be put on a large farm and the 
boys and young men employed for a 
large part at farm work. 
“Our eomnSfttee also is seeking 
some solution, some method of doing 
away with the present contract sys­ 
tem of prison labor. We wan: all tile 
people of Missouri lo aid in working 
this out. 
We want suggestions as to 
how the convicts should.be employed 
when 
the 
contract 
system, which 
nearly everyone admits, is vicious, is 
abolished.” 
The committee will have hearings 
thus summer on the contract labor 
system in an endeavor to work out a 
substitute plan. 
M. E. Casey, of Kan­ 
sas City, is a member of the com­ 
mittee.
